It  being  moved  and  Seconed  that  Elder  0  Churchill  be 
indefinitely  called  to  the  Pastorate  of  this  Church  and  was 
unanimously  carried 

Elder  Churchill  being  present  came  forward  and  Excepted 
the  call  with  the  following  understanding  that  if  the  Pastor 
becomes  disatisfied  with  the  Church  he  is  to  give  3  months 
notice  of  the  fact  and  if  the  Church  becomes  disatisfied  with 
the  Pastor  tha  must  give  the  Pastor  3  months  notice  in  Either 
Event  the  Church  will  pay  the  Pastor  for  the  Servioes  he  has 
rendered  a^d  thare  coneckshons  ceses 

On  a  motion  being  made  and  Seconed  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  ov/er  Boddy  Should  be  Known  by  the  Naim  of 
St  Johns  Baptist  Church  it  to  be  a  branch  of  the  Grate  Body 
of  Missionary  Baptist  of  N  Carolina  and  the  United  States 
of  America

ORGANIZATION 


The  orgazinational  meeting  was  held  (at  Poplar  Branch)  on  Septem- 
ber 29,  1869.   "On  motion  being  made  and  seconded  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  our  Boddy  should  be  known  by  the  name  of."- St 
Johns  Baptist  Church  it  to  be  a  branch  of  the  great  Body  of 
Missionary  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  and  the  United  States  of 
America."   The  Church  was  organized  by  Rev.  Stephen  Gilmore  and 
Rev.  Orin  Chixrchill.   The  members  joining  together  to  constitute 
the  chiiTch  on  that  memorable  day  were:

Deacons  elected  were  Andrew  Muckle,  William  H.Brooks  and 
John  A. Hawley.   They  were  ordained  by  the  "Presbytery  Elders" 
Stephen  Gilmore  and  Orin  Churchill.   P.C.Ferrell  was  elected 
Church  Clerk.   P.C.Perrell,  William  M.Brooks  and  Alexander 
Hunt  were  elected  delegates  to  the  Sandy  Creek  Association. 
Elder  O.Churchill  was  "indefinitely"  called  to  the  Pastorate 
of  the  church.   He  accepted  with  the  understanding  that  if

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either  the  church  or  he  became  dissatisfied  that  each  would 
give  the  other  three  months  notice  and  the  Church  would  pay 
the  pastor  for  his  services  and  their  connections  would 
cease. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  on  October  22,  I869.  At  this 
meetiBg  they  adopted  Rules  of  Decorum,  a  Church  Covenant, 
and  the  order  of  proceedings  for  their  business  meetings. 

At  the  business  meeting  of  February  3,  1870  the  church 
voted  to  change  the  name  of  the  church  from  St.  Johns  to 
Ephesus  Baptist  Church.   On  July  11,  1870  Ephesus  Church 
voted  to  move  their  place  of  worship  from  "Poplar  Branch 
to  Jonesboro."   On  September  17,  1870  Ephoeus  Baptist  Church 
voted  to  change  the  name  of  their  chiorch  to  Jonesboro 
Baptist  Church. 

Within  a  period  of  one  year  St.  Johns  Baptist  Church  had 
been  organized  at  Poplar  Branch;  the  name  had  been  changed 
to  Ephesus  Baptist  Church;  the  place  of  worship  had  been 
moved  from  Poplar  Branch  to  Jonesboro,  and  Ephesus  Baptist 
Church  had  become  Jonesboro  Baptist  Chur-ch,  and  by  this 
last  name  it  is  known  today«' 

JONSBORO  BAPTIST  CHURCH  BUILDIMG 

Before  the  church  was  moved  from  Poplar  Branch  a  building 
committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  a  lot  and  to  try  to  find 
a  "house"  in  which  they  could  worship.  They  purchased  the 
lot  in  1869,  but  failed  to  find  the  house.  On  the  lot  they 
erected  a  "shelter"  and  in  this  shelter  they  met  for  worship. 
In  April,  1874  the  Building  Coixiiiittee  was  authorized  to  get 
"someone  to  enclose  the  Shurch."  At  the  following  May  meeting 
this  building  committee  composed  of  J.A.Hawley,  Andrew  Muckle 
and  D.M.Hawley,  reported  that  they  had  "decided  to  do  the 
work  themselves."   Probably  they  thought  this  was  not  a  wise 
decision  as  in  June  meeting  following  Andrew  Muckle  was 
authorized  "to  sell  at  public  auction  the  Shelter  we  are 
now  worshiping  under."   There  is  nothing  to  show  that  this 
sale  was  actually  made  but  in  August,  1889  William  Stewart 
was  authorized  to  begin  the  work  on  the  new  church  building. 
In  May,  1893  they  were  completing  the  church  building  and  in 
1894  C.V. 'Brooks  was  requested  to  look  after  procuring  seats 
to  finish  seating  the  church(  these  new  seats  were  to  replace 
work  benches  which  were  to  be  moved  out  of  the  church.  ">. 
Prom  I869  until  1894  the  church  membership  struggled  towards 
completing  their  building.  They  were  more  successful  in 
building  their  parsonage  which  they  were  completing  in  1887. 
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PASTORS 


REV.  ORIN  CHURCHILL  was  called  on  the  day  of  the  organization 
of  the  church,  Sopteuber  29,  1869,  and  served  until  1873. 

REV.  N.A.CAl^IPBELL  accepted  the  call  March  14,  1874  and 
served  as  "Pastor  for  the  present  year." 

REV.  G.J.DOv/ELL  accepted  the  call  to  serve  as  pastor  on 
October  15,  1874. 

REV.  TERRELL  BRUOKS  began  his  service  as  pastor  on  January 
1,  1874  and  served  for  one  year. 

REV.  JAl-ffiS  COLEi^lAN  I'iARCOM  began  his  service  January  1,1877. 

REV.  A.D.COHEN  "agreed  to  serve  at  the  Association  of  1880" 
and  began  his  work  prior  to  March,  1881.  He  v/as  serving  as 
late  as  October,  1882. 

REV.  WILLIA14  GREEIT  KlilG  began  his  service  February,  1883  and 
served  for  one  year. 

REV.  ORIil  T.ELv/ARDS  served  as  pastor  1884. 

REV.  W.PKAIIK  vVATSON  began  his  service  January,  1885  and  was 
still  serving  October,  1890. 

REV.  W.T.  JONES  was  pastor  September,  1891  and  was  serving 
September,  1892. 

REV. C.V.BROOKS  was  called  December  17,  1893,  but  it  is 

evident  that  he  had  supplied  a  few  months  prior  to  this. 

He  offered  his  resignation  August  25,  1894,  to  take  effect 
"after  next  regular  meeting." 

REV.  C.J.P.AlTOERSON  was  called  October  26,  1894  and  he 
accepted  the  call  to  serve  "for  the  year  of  1895." 

There  were  several  months  when  there  was  no  pastor.  Rev. 
Stallins,  Rev.  E.P.Ellington  and  Dr.  W.M.^ilmore  supplied 
a  part  of  the  time. 

ASSOCIATION  APJILIATIONS 


When  the  church  was  organized  in  1869  they  were  members  of 
the  Sandy  Creek  Association.   On  September  4,  1875  they  sent 
a  letter  to  the  Sandy  Creek  Association  requesting  the 
Association  to  grant  the  church  a  letter  of  Dismission  to 
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join  a  new  Association  "if  organized."  Rev.  Terrell  Brooks 
wrote  the  ^.etter.   On  February  2,  1884  the  Chiirch  voted 
to  withdraw  from  Little  River  Association."
